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(54) PATIENT INFORMATION SYSTEM 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To quickly transfer a massage between a 
remote place and a nurse station, efficiently provide information for a 
corresponding patient, and smoothly perform a text/voice mixed information 
transmission through a document such as chart. 

SOLUTION: A portable radiocommunication slave machine 133 performs 
radiocommunication with a radiocommunication parent machine 132, and is 
connected to a local area network through a network connecting device 130 
having slave user control means 131. A nursing information system server 
1 10 is further connected to the local area network. An input device 120 of the 
nursing information system server 1 10 is provided with a keyboard 121, a 
mouse 122, and a microphone 123, and an output device 124 thereof is 
provided with a display 125 and a speaker 126. A patient information control 
part 101 performs accumulation and control of patient information.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1 ] the pocket mold radio which can input patient identification information and a voice-told message -- with a 
cordless handset The patient information Management Department which performs are recording and retrieval of 
patient information, the patient information output-control section which performs the output control of the searched 
patient information, and a display, said pocket mold radio from the location which consisted of an output unit 
possessing a loudspeaker and arbitration left, if patient identification information and a voice-told message are inputted 
to a cordless handset The patient information system characterized by outputting said voice-told message to a 
loudspeaker at the same time it searches the patient information corresponding to said patient identification information 
at the patient information Management Department and displays said patient information on a display. 
[Claim 2] a patient information system according to claim 1 — setting ~ a cordless handset — with network connection 
equipment equipped with the user management tool It has the patient information Management Department which has a 
patient information retrieval means and a patient person-in-charge management tool. The user of a cordless handset is 
acquired, pocket mold radio — if a data acquisition demand is advanced from a cordless handset ~ a cordless handset — 
a user management tool ~ pocket mold radio — Only the patient information of the person in charge corresponding to 
the user of a cordless handset can be searched and acquired, said pocket mold radio out of the patient information 
managed for every charge in the patient person-in-charge management tool — the acquired patient information ~ pocket 
mold radio ~ the patient information system characterized by the ability to output to a cordless handset. 
[Claim 3] In addition to a patient information system according to claim 2, it has an emergency intelligence 
management tool to the patient information Management Department. An urgent communication setup can be specified 
as the patient information which requires urgent transfer. The patient person in charge corresponding to the patient who 
has an urgent communication setup in a patient person-in-charge management tool when an urgent communication 
setup is performed is acquired. Identification information is acquired, next, a cordless handset — the pocket mold radio 
on a user management tool and corresponding to said patient person in charge — a cordless handset — the pocket mold 
radio of the patient person in charge whom urgent communication generated — the patient information system 
characterized by the ability of a receiving side to generate an urgent alarm to a cordless handset and receive a message 
by the trigger of an alarm. 

[Claim 4] In the system which can input and refer to patient information A keyboard, a mouse, The input device which 
consists of microphones, a display, the output unit which consists of a loudspeaker, It consists of the patient 
information Management Department having a text / voice data unitary management tool, and the speech synthesis 
section which changes text data into voice data. It is the patient information system characterized by the ability to 
output continuously, without carrying out unitary management of the inputted text or voice data, changing a text as 
voice by composite tone, carrying out [ voice ] all the data of a text / voice mixture, and user actuation intervening. 
[Claim 5] It is the patient information system characterized by being automatically convertible for a text about the 
speech information which exceeded a fixed period after having and inputting the speech recognition section which 
changes speech information into text information as the information input time management tool which manages the 
time which inputted information in addition to the patient information system according to claim 4. 
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
